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Preface 


To  the  Minister  of  Health  and 

To  the  Mayor j Aldermen  and  Burgesses  of  the 
Borough  of  Glossoy. 

GENTLEMEN, 

It  is  my  honour  and  pleasure  to  submit  for  your  considera- 
tion the  Annual  Report  on  the  Public  Health  of  the  Borough  of 
Glossop  for  the  year  1960. 

Although  the  year  will  be  remembered  as  the  wettest  in 
living  memory  the  health  of  the  community  was  well  maintained. 
No  serious  epidemics  were  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  Public 
Health  Department  either  through  the  medical  practitioners’ 
notifications  or  the  sickness  returns  of  the  Ministry  of  Pensions 
and  National  Insurance. 

There  was  a small  increase  in  the  death  rate  from  14.31  in 
1959  to  14.76  in  1960,  and  a small  decrease  in  the  estimated 
population  and  in  the  birth  rate.  The  stillbirth  rate  showed  a 
marked  fall  from  33.78  in  the  previous  year  to  17.67,  and  the 
neonatal  mortality  remained  low,  3.6  compared  with  15.6  for 
the  country  as  a whole. 

The  main  causes  of  death  in  order  of  frequency  were 
diseases  of  the  heart  and  circulation  with  97  cases,  vascular 
lesions  of  the  nervous  system  with  41  and  cancer  with  32.  The 
three  groups  accounted  for  66.41  per  cent  of  the  total  number  of 
deaths. 

The  average  age  at  death  was  72  years  for  women  and  68 
years  for  men;  73.89  per  cent  of  deaths  occurred  in  persons  65 
years  or  over  and  44.58  per  cent  in  persons  75  years  or  over. 

Since  the  beginning  of  the  century  the  increase  in  the  num- 
ber of  people  living  to  pensionable  age  combined  with  a low 
birthrate  has  produced  a fundamental  change  in  the  age  struc- 
ture of  the  community. 

According!  to  the  1951  census  those  of  pensionable  age  in 
Glossop  formed  17.3  per  cent  of  the  population,  a very  high 
proportion  and  much  above  the  national  average  of  13.8  per 
cent. 

An  increasing  number  of  the  old  who  live  alone  have  no 
near  relatives  to  advise  and  assist  them.  They  inevitably  reach 
a stage  when  domestic  help  is  essential  to  enable  them  to  keep 
up  a civilised  standard  of  living  in  the  familiar  surroundings  of 
their  own  homes,  and  to  postpone  as  long  as  possible  the  need 
for  welfare  home  and  hospital  accommodation  which  is  both 
expensive  and  scarce. 
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Suitable  persons  for  employment  as  home  helps  are  hard 
to  find  in  an  area  where  women  can  obtain  regular,  full-time  and 
often  more  attractive  work  in  the  varied  industries  of  the  town. 
The  home  help  service  too,  is  not  easy  to  organise  for  the 
demand  changes  from  week  to  week  and  sometimes  from  day  to 
day.  Despite  all  the  difficulties,  many  more  home  helps  have 
been  recruited  during  the  past  18  months,  though  the  number 
is  still  less  than  the  optimum  for  a district  which  has  about 
1,600  people  over  70  years  of  age,  including  300  over  80  years. 

At  the  end  of  1960  four  full-time  and  eight  part-time 
workers  were  assisting  66  needy  cases. 

The  Home  Safety  Committee  met  regularly  throughout 
1960  when  special  attention  was  given  to  the  elderly  and  to 
schoolchildren. 

It  was  agreed  to  support  the  campaign  “Check  that  Fall” 
planned  by  the'  Ro.S.P.A.  to  draw  attention  to  the  tragedies  and 
disabilities  resulting  from  falls  in  the  home  which  usually  affect 
those  over  65  years  of  age.  Five  hundred  copies  of  the  Ro.S.P.A. 
20-question  quiz  cards  were  distributed  in  pension  books  issued 
by  post  offices  and  also  to  members  of  old  people’s  clubs  in  the 
area.  Unfortunately  the  response  was  very  poor,  only  58  com- 
pleted cards  being  returned. 

The  replies  were  studied  by  the  Committee  in  order  to 
ascertain  the  extent  and  type  of  danger  which  existed  and  the 
best  available  means  of  counteracting  it. 

All  practicable  help  was  given  in  dealing  with  complaints 
and  appropriate  action  taken  when  remediable  housing  defects 
were  discovered. 

There  was  a very  good  response  to  a Home  Safety  Competi- 
tion arranged  in  April  and  May  for  junior  schoolchildren.  The 
replies  showed  their  increasing  awareness  of  hazards  in  the  home 
and  a useful  knowledge  of  preventive  measures. 

A total  of  68  home  accidents  was  reported  during  1960,  but 
this  is  only  a small  proportion  of  the  actual  number  which 
happened. 

Falls  accounted  for  the  largest  group,  40  per  cent;  burns 
and  scalds  for  the  second  largest,  28  per  cent;  and  cuts  for  the 
third,  12  per  cent. 

Ten  of  the  falls  resulted  in  fractures  and  nine  of  the 
victims  were  females. 


On  1st  March,  1960,  the  County  of  Derby  was  included  in 
the  final  eradication  areas  for  bovine  tuberculosis  in  Great 
Britain  and  the  attestation  plan  was  completed  by  the  1st 
October,  1960. 

Although  the  disease  is  practically  non-existent  in  cattle  in 
the  area  not  all  the  milk  produced  on  farms  is  of  T.T.  quality. 


Dairy  buildings,  water  supply,  and  production  methods  of 
a high  standard  in  addition  to  an  attested  herd  are  required 
before  a T.T.  licence  is  granted,  and  the  milk  must  pass  a 
periodic  test  of  keeping  quality. 

The  Milk  (Special  Designations)  Regulations,  1960,  intro- 
duced changes  in  licensing  procedure  and  modifications  of  the 
tests  for  tuberculin  tested,  pasteurised  and  sterilised  milk. 

From  January  1st,  1961,  all  dealers  licences  were  issued 
by  the  Food  and  Drugs  Authority  for  the  area,  i.e.  Derbyshire 
County  Council  instead  of  the  Glossop  Borough  Council,  and  the 
period  for  which  licences  are  granted  was  extended  from  one 
year  to  five  years.  Samples  will  continue  to  be  taken  by  the 
Borough’s  Public  Health  Inspectors. 

The  purpose  of  the  regulations  is  to  ensure  that  the  milk  is 
produced,  bottled  and  distributed  under  such  conditions  that  it 
is  safe  and  clean  when  it  reaches  the  public. 

Since  April,  1960,  the  midwives  and  the  Glossop  health  visi- 
tor have  conducted  “Preparation  for  Childbirth  Classes”  at  the 
Municipal  Buildings.  Each  course  of  six  evening  sessions  includes 
instruction  in  controlled  breathing  and  muscular  relaxation,  films 
and  practical  demonstrations,  and  talks  on  the  health  aspects 
of  pregnancy  in  its  different  stages  and  on  the  principles  of 
infant  care  and  feeding.  The  classes  are  of  great  value  in  enabling 
expectant  mothers  to  face  their  approaching  confinements  with 
increased  confidence  and  assurance. 

An  appreciable  amount  of  money  has  been  spent  by  the 
Borough  Council  in  providing  conveniences  in  various  parts  of 
the  town  for  the  benefit  of  the  public.  Time  after  time  hooligans, 
both  male  and  female,  have  deliberately  smashed  fittings,  doors 
and  windows.  Repairing  the  malicious  damage  cost  the  Corpora- 
tion £178  in  1960. 

It  is  very  difficult  to  control  the  ill-balanced  misfits  who 
have  nothing  to  do  except  roam  the  streets  late  at  night  and 
express  their  anti-social  feelings  by  destroying  anything  which 
might  contribute  to  the  amenities  of  civilisation,  but  any  member 
of  the  community  immediately  reporting  these  acts  of  vandalism 
would  be  doing  the  ratepayers  of  Glossop  a considerable  service. 

I desire  to  express  my  appreciation  to  my  Chairman,  the 
Members  of  the  Council,  the  Officers  of  the  Borough  and  my  Staff 
for  their  interest  and  support  in  the  working  of  the  Health 
Department  throughout  1960.

Your  Worship,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  subscribing  to  the  Annual  Report  on  the 
Health  and  Sanitary  Conditions  of  the  Borough. 

Three  slaughterhouses  have  continued  in  use.  In  these 
privately-owned  slaughterhouses  3,510  animals  were  slaughtered 
during  the  year  and  all  were  examined  by  Glossop  meat  inspec- 
tors. The  bulk  of  the  remaining  carcases  came  from  Manchester 
and  Ashton  abattoirs.  The  percentage  of  bovine  carcases 
affected  with  tuberculosis  to  a greater  or  lesser  extent  again 
dropped  considerably.  In  1955,  the  first  complete  year  following 
the  lifting  of  Government  control  after  World  War  II,  the 
percentage  of  carcases  of  which  the  whole,  a part  or  organ  was 
affected  with  tuberculosis  was  16.22.  In  1959  the  figure  was 
9.87  and  in  1960,  the  year  under  review,  the  figure  dropped  to 
3.22.  The  amount  of  rejected  meat  due  to  causes  other  than 
tuberculosis  again  showed  some  decrease. 

In  pursuance  of  the  Slaughterhouses  Act,  1958,  the  Minister 
of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food,  accepted  the  Council’s  report 
and  fixed  the  5th  July,  1961,  as  the  day  from  which  all 
slaughterhouses  in  the  district  must  comply  with  the  construc- 
tion regulations.  The  orders  to  be  made  relate  to  two  slaughter- 
houses, one  in  Glossop  and  one  in  Hadfieid.  Work  is  proceeding 
at  each  of  the  two  slaughterhouses  to  bring  them  up  to  present- 
day  standards. 

Slum  clearance  work  hasi  proceeded  steadily.  At  the  time  of 
writing  27  areas  have  been  represented,  16  of  which  have  been 
confirmed  by  the  Minister  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  and 
thiC  remainder  await  confirmation.  These  areas  include!  a total  of 
199  houses.  A further  69  unfit  houses  have  been  dealt  with 
individually  and  either  demolition  orders  or  closing  orders  made. 

In  June,  1960,  a fire  gutted  the  broiler  house  premises,  of 
Peak  Poultry  Limited  where  normally  several  thousand  chickens 
were  housed  at  one  time  and  reared  on  the  deep  litter  system. 
Fortunately  at  the  time  of  the  fire  there  were  no  chickens  on  the 
premises,  one  batch  had  gone  to  the  packing  station  and  delivery 
of  new  chicks  had  not  been  made. 

The  Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of  Development  Act,  1960, 
brought  into  force,  as  from  the  29th  August,  1960,  a new  licens- 
ing  system  for  caravans  with  two  objects : to  control  the  location 
of  caravan  sites  so  as  to  prevent  them  starting  up  in  the  wrong 
places,  while  allowing  them  to  develop  in  suitable  places;  to 
improve  conditions  on  sites  by  requiring  good  standards  of  lay- 
out, equipment  and  maintenance.  Temporary  planning  permis- 
sion exists  in  respect  of  two  small  sites  in  Glossop  and  it  is  anti- 
cipated that  one  of  these  will  go  out  of  use  on  the  30th  April, 
1961,  leaving  one  site  housing  only  one  caravan. 
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In  the  field  of  atmospheric  pollution  considerable  improve- 
ment has  taken  place  in  Glossop.  Several  new  boiler  plants  have 
been  installed  to  replace  old  or  overloaded  plants.  A grit 
arrester  and  an  electric  precipitation  plant  have  also  been 
installed  to  overcome  other  sources  of  nuisance.  Further 
improvements  are  anticipated  early  in  1961.  Matter  deposited 
from  the  atmosphere  in  Glossop  and  collected  monthly  in  a 
deposit  gauge  on  the  roof  of  the  Municipal  Buidlings  over  a 
period  of  29  months  represents  an  amount  equal  to  13.41  tons 
per  square  mile.  This  indicates  an  atmosphere  in  the  centre  of 
the  town  with  a figure  below  that  for  the  general  “average” 
throughout  the  country.  A “high”  figure  could  be  in  the  order 
of  106  tons  per  square  mile  per  month,  an  average  figure  of  17.1 
tons  per  square  mile  per  month  and  a “low”  figure  of  4.7  tons 
per  square  mile  per  month  (deduced  from  a Department  of 
Scientific  and  Industrial  Research  report). 

During  1960  the  rainfall  for  Glossop  was  in  keeping  with 
the  rest  of  the  country  with  47.71  inches.  There  were  6.5  inches 
in  both  January  and  July.  March  was  the  driest  month  with 
1.24  inches  and  June  a close  second  with  1.77  inches.  The  rain- 
fall for  England  and  Wales  was  47.5  inches.  Over  the  35  years 
1916-1950  the  average  for  England  and  Wales  is  36.46  inches. 

I wish  to  thank  my  committees,  colleagues  and  staff  for  their 
help  and  support  during  the  year.

Comparability  Factors 

Area  comparability  factors  in  respect  of  births  and  deaths 
supplied  by  the  Registrar-General  are  1.03  and  0.89  respectively 
for  1960.  The  crude'  death  rates  of  different  areas  may  not  be 
comparable  as  the  populations  differ  widely  in  sex-age  constitu- 
tions. A comparability  factor  is  provided  for  each  area  which 
when  multiplied  by  the  crude-death  rate  produces  an  adjusted 
rate  which  allows  for  any  difference  in  the  sex-age  constitution 
of  the  population  of  the  area  from  that  of  England  and  Wales 
as  a whole.  Factors  are  based  on  1951  census  figures. 

Since  1956  the  death  rate  comparability  factors  have  been 
adjusted  specifically  to  take  account  of  the  presence  of  any 
residential  institutions  in  the  area  such  as  Shire  Hill  Hospital 
and  Whitfield  House  which  unduly  weight  the  death  rates. 
From  1st  January,  1958,  the  Registrar  General  has  made  further 
changes  in  the  procedure  for  the  transfer  of  deaths  occurring 
in  institutions.  According  to  the  new  system  of  allocation,  a 
death  in  a chronic  sick  or  mental  hospital  has  been  assigned  to 
the  area  of  occurrence  only  if  the  deceased  had  been  there  for 
6 months  or  more.  If  the  deceased  had  been  there  less  than 
6 months,  the  death  has  been  transferred  to  the  area  of  usual 
residency  if  any. 

Geographical 

The  Borough  of  Glossop  situated  in  North  West  Derbyshire 
is  built  on  the  foothills  of  the  Pennine  Range  within  a few  miles 
of  Kinder  Scout,  the  highest  point  of  the  Peak  District.  There 
are  magnificent  views  of  the  surrounding  hills  to  the  north,  east 
and  south.  Glossop  was  mentioned  in  the  Domesday  Survey  and 
has  had  a varied  history.  During  the  industrial  revolution  it  grew 
rapidly  and  in  1866  the  town  was  granted  its  Charter  of  Incor- 
poration. Glossop  is  now  a busy  industrial  town  within  easy  reach 
of  Manchester  and  the  surrounding  Lancashire  and  Cheshire 
towns.  Cotton  goods,  paper,  canned  goods,  rope,  shoes,  tools, 
brushes,  gloves,  clothing,  and  chemicals,  etc.  are  produced  in  the 

area.  Glossop  is,  in  addition,  a centre  for  the  textile  printing 
trade.

The  County  Analyst  reported  that  three  of  the  miscellan- 
eous samples  taken  under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1955,  were 
unsatisfactory. 

A formal  sample  of  Vitamin  Capsules  was  found  to  have  a 
serious  deficiency  of  Vitamin  A content.  Investigation  with  the 
manufacturers  showed  that  the  capsules  were  made  in  1955  and 
that  deterioration  had  taken  place  during  storage.  The  practice 
of  the  manufacturer  now  includes  the  incorporation  of  an  expiry 
date  on  the  labels.  The  remaining  stocks  were  withdrawn  from 
sale. 

Samples  were  tested  for  compliance  with  the  Colouring 
Matter  in  Food  Regulations,  1957,  and  two  samples  of  sweets 
were  found  to  contain  artificial  colour  prohibited  from  use  in 
food  in  this  country.  The  sweets  were  made  in  Finland.  It  was 
not  possible  to  trace  this  product  to  the  importers  but  it  was 
ascertained  to  be  old  stock  and  removed  from  sale. 

DENTAL; 

No  Dental  Officer  has  attended  the  Clinic  since  November, 
1949. 

NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACT,  1948 

Section  47: 

Powers  are  given  under  this  Section  for  the  removal  to  suit- 
able premises  of  persons  in  need  of  care  and  attention.  The 
revised  procedure  which  is  incorporated  in  the  National  Assist- 
ance (Amendment)  Act,  1951,  enables  the  Local  Authority  to 
secure  the  removal  of  such  persons  without  delay,  provided  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  another  registered  medical  prac- 
tioner  apply  to  a Court  or  single  Justice  for  an  order.  It  is  not 
necessary  to  give  seven  days'  notice  to  the  head  of  the  hospital  or 
institution,  a letter  from  such  head  that  the  case  will  be  accepted 
by  him  being  sufficient  evidence.  An  order  made  in  this  way 
has  effect  for  three  weeks  only,  and  applications  for  renewals 
of  the  order  for  periods  of  three  months  have  to  follow  the 
procedure  laid  down  in  the  1948  Act. 

In  1960  it  was  not  necessary  to  use  the  powers  mentioned 
under  Section  47. 
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Section  50: 

Under  this  section,  as  from  5th  July,  1948,  the  Council 
became  responsible  for  the  burial  or  cremation  of  any  person 
dying  in  the  district  where  no  suitable  arrangements  would 
otherwise  be  made. 

No  burials  were  arranged  during  1960. 

HOSPITAL  SERVICES 

The  local  hospital  services  are  administered  by  the  Ashton, 
Hyde  and  Glossop  Hospital  Management  Committee  on  behalf  of 
the  Manchester  Regional  Hospital  Board.  Partington  Home  still 
serves  as  a Maternity  Unit  for  the  area. 

Wood’s  Hospital  provides  convalescent  accommodation  for 
cases  from  other  Hospitals  in  the  Group,  and  is  also  used  as  a 
General  Practitioner  Hospital  for  the  local  doctors.  Out-patient 
Clinics  for  Medical,  Surgical,  and  Ear,  Nose  and  Throat  cases  are 
held  weekly. 

Shire  Hill  Hospital  is  now  administered  as  a Geriatric  Unit. 
Part  HI, : Health  Services  provided  by  the  Local  Health 
Authority.

PUBLIC  CLEANSING 

The  Borough  Surveyor  has  kindly  given  the  following  facts 
about  this  Service,  which  is  under  his  control. 

Refuse  is  collected  every  11  working  days  by  the  Borough 
Surveyor’s  staff  from  approximately  6,620  ashbins,  and  is  trans- 
ported by  one  S.  & D.  Freighter.  Disposal  of  the  refuse  is  by  the 
biological  process  of  controlled  tipping. 

The  Health  Department  inspects  and  services  the  tips  for 
the  control  of  rodent  and  insect  infestations.  The  purchase  and 
sale  of  regulation  dustbins  is  made  by  the  Health  Department. 
Street  Cleansing 

Street  Cleansing  is  carried  out  by  one  Karrier- Yorkshire 
Sweep-Collector.  One  full-time  and  two  part-time  men  are 
engaged  on  street  sweeping. 

Gullies 

Gullies  on  County  and  Borough  roads  are  emptied  and 
cleansed  by  Glossop’s  mechanically-operated  Gulley  Emptier. 

RODENT  CONTROL 

The  onus  of  clearing  premises  of  rats  and  mice  still  remains 
with  the  occupier.  Much  use  continues  to  be  made  of  the  free 
service  provided  by  the  Town  Council  in  the  case  of  private 
dwellings.

WATER  SUPPLY 

The  borough  water  supply  is  obtained  from  two  sources, 
Swineshaw  Reservoir  and  Hadfield  Reservoirs,  which  are  fed  by 
moorland  streams.  The  Hadfield  water  is  treated  with  soda  ash, 
alumina  sulphate,  rapid  sand  filtration,  lime  and  chlorination; 
the  Swineshaw  supply  has  the  addition  of  lime  to  counteract 
acidity  and  since  the  7th  July,  1956,  has  been  chlorinated. 

The  Glossop  Water  Undertaking  was  transferred  to  Man- 
chester Corporation  on  the  1st  April,  1959,  under  the  Manchester 
Water  Order,  1959. 

The  water  mains  were  extended  for  138  yards  on  the  Kings- 
moor  Estate  and  for  68  yards  on  the  Gladstone  Street  Site  to 
serve  new  property.

BACTERIOLOGICAL 

Three  of  the  57  samples  of  water  submitted  for  bacteriologi- 
cal examination  were  found  to  be  unsatisfactory.  Details  are 
given  in  the  following  table.  The  public  swimming  bath  is  filled 
from  the  town’s  water  mains.  The  water  is  filtered  and  chlorin- 
ated before  it  enters  the  bath  and  in  future  will  be  changed  every 
three  and  a half  hours.  Samples  were  examined  bacteriologically 
on  15  occasions  between  the  beginning  of  May  and  the  end  of 
September,  1960,  when  the  premises  were  closed  for  extensive 
alterations.  Coliform  organisms  were  not  found  in  any,  though 
in  one  siample  the  yeastrel  agar  1-day  plate  count  at  37'’C  was 
excessive. 

CHEMICAL 

Four  full  chemical  analyses  weTe  made,  one  from  each  of 
the  town’s  water  supplies  and  two  from  privately-owned  bore 
holes.  All  were  satisfactory.

The  Water  Engineer  of  Manchester  Corporation  Waterworks 
was  asked  to  investigate  the  cause  of  the  pollution.  He  reported 
that  on  the  first  occasion,  i.e.,  March  2nd,  it  was  necesisary  to 
carry  out  certain  repairs  to  the  Padfield  Filters,  but  the  supply 
was  chlorinated,  using  a portable  machine  ; whilst  on  March  16th 
the  main  in  Woolley  Bridge  Road  was  shut  off  for  repairs  to  a 
burst  service  pipe.  At  no  time,  it  was  stated,  did  unchlorinated 
water  enter  the  distribution  sy^stem,  and  it  was,  therefore,  con- 
sidered that  the  results  were  due  to  disturbed  conditions  in  the 
mains,  the  non-faecal  coli  being  derived  from,  the  disturbed 
deposits.

(operative  with  effect  from  1/11/51) 

No  rag  flock  is  manufactured  in  the  Borough.  No  samples 
were  taken  from  retailers. 

OFFENSIVE  TRADES 

There  are  two  registered  establishments  in  constant  use. 

Three  visits  were  made  and  conditions  were  satisfactory. 

ATMOSPHERIC  POLLUTION 

Seven  observations  lasting  one  hour  each  or  more,  eight 
lasting  between  a half  hour  to  one  hour  each  and  many  of 
shorter  duration,  were  taken. 

In  five  instances,  contraventions  were  recbrded^  three  of 
which  were  of  a serious  nature  and  concerned  two  factory 
chimneys. 

In  one  instance,  the  Lancashire  Chemical  Works  Ltd.,  an 
order  was  placed  for  a new  boiler  plant  with  mechanical  stokers 
and  this  will  be  installed  in  early  1961.  In  the  other  instance, 
a new  boiler  plant  is  envisaged. 

The  following  major  improvements  to  boiler  plants,  etc.,  are 
recorded. 

Grit  emission  was;  checked  by  exposing  petri  dishes  at 
various  points  and  the  local  laundry  was  held  responsible  for  a 
grit  nuisance.  At  the  year  end  a new  boiler  complete  with  steel 
stack  and  grit  arrester,  was  installed. 
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At  the  local  police  station,  a new  boiler  plant,  for  which 
prior  approval  was  given,  was  installed. 

A new  Steam  Bloc  package  boiler  with  chimney  to  an 
approved  height  was  in  operation  at  the  year  end  at  the  works 
of  Charlestown  Paper  Converting  Company.  This  will  relieve 
the  load  on  the  boiler  plant  at  the  paper  works. 

The  long  standing  complaint  regarding  fumes  from  the 
smelting  of  ores  in  Herroschoff  Process  Furnaces  at  Ferro  Alloys 
Ltd.,  was  dealt  with  by  the  installation  of  an  electric  precipita- 
tion plant. 

The  automatic  stokers  were  overhauled  at  Dover  Mill. 

The  summary  below  is  taken  from  The  Investigation  of 
Atmospheric  Pollution:  Research  and  Observations  in  the  Year 
ended  March  31st,  1958.  Department  of  Scientific  and  Industrial 
Research. 

The  “high”  and  “low”  values  are  the  arithmetic  means  of 
the  six  or  seven  highest  and  lowest  measurements,  averaged  over 
the  whole  year.

The  total  deposited  matter  from  Glossop  averaged  over  a 
period  of  29  months  is  13.41  tons  per  square  mile  per  month  for 
the  deposit  gauge  which  is  sited  on  the  roof  of  the  Municipal 
Buildings.  This  indicates’  an  atmosphere  in  the  centre  of  the 
town  below  the  general  average  for  deposited  matter.  In  assess- 
ing this  figure  it  must  be  remembered  that  Glossop  is  an  indus- 
trial town. 

An  article  discussing  the  above-mentioned  report  points  out 
that  the  summary  demonstrated  very  clearly  the  wide  gap  that 
exists  between  the  three  groups,  and  if  we  have  regard  to  the 
“low”  figures  as  the  ideal  to  which  we  are  moving,  the  distance 
to  be  travelled  becomes  more  apparent.

SHOPS 

A total  of  967  inspections  of  shops  were  made  during  the 
year  and  Table  4 (on  page  27)  sets  out  the  defects  noted.  There 
are  437  shops  and  42  market  stalls  on  the  register. 
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The  bulk  of  the  defects  related  to  insanitary  conditions 
mainly  due  to  the  need  for  decoration  and  items  of  disrepair.  In 
four  instances  warnings  were  given  in  respect  of  contravention 
of  closing  hours.  At  the  end  of  the  year  seventy-seven  defects 
were  known  to  have  been  remedied,  others  require  re-visits 
before  thej^  can  be  written  off.

RATS  AND  MICE  DESTRUCTION 

Rodent  Control  is  carried  out  in  strict  accordance  with  the 
recommendations  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and 
Food  under  the  supervision  of  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector. 

The  work  carried  out  at  business  premises  is  charged  for. 

Private  dwellings  are  treated  free  of  charge. 

Since  the  1st  April,  1959,  a Ministry  block  grant  is  received 
towards  the  cost  of  rodent  control  and  it  is  not  now  necessary 
to  submit  claims  for  refund  of  a percentage  of  the  expenses 
involved. 

One  part-time  Rodent  Operator  is  employed. 

Below  will  be  found  a Summary  of  Surface  and  Sewer

There  were  no  outbreaks  of  Foot  and  Mouth  Disease,  Fowl 
Pest,^  Swine  Fever,  or  other  notifiable  animal  diseases. 

Glossop  was  in  a Foot  and  Mouth  Controlled  Area  in 
November,  1960.  During  the  control  no  person  was  allowed  to 
take  an  animal  out  of  the  “area”  and  animals  were  only  allowed 
into  the  district  under  licence.  There  were  186  animals  admitted 
during  the  period  mainly  for  slaughter. 
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Throughout  Great  Britain  the  approximate  figures  supplied

FOOD  HYGIE3SE 

An  increased  number  of  visits  was  made  to  shops  and  food 
premises  during  the  j^ear.  Special  attention  was  paid  to  premises 
preparing  food  in  an  endeavour  to  secure  the  highest  possible 
standard  in  respect  of  food  handling,  storage  and  general  main- 
tenance. Improvements  were  requeisted  at  a number  of  premises 
and  co-operation  was  readily  given. 


ICE-CREAM 

At  the  time  of  writing,  68  premises  are  registered  for  the 
sale  of  ice-cream. 

Thir'ty  samples  were  taken  for  Methylene  Blue  Examination 
and  delivered  by  car  to  the  Public  Health  laboratory  at  Monsall. 
All  were  placed  in  provisional  Grade  I. 

Where  samples  fail  to  satisfy  the  examination,  a cause  is 
sought  and  repeat  samples  are  taken. 


MILK 

Glossop  was  included  in  a “Specified  Area”  on  and  from 
6th  April,  1959.  In  such  an  area  only  tuberculin-tested  milk  or 
heat-treated  milk  may  be  sold  by  retail,  and  such  milk  must  be 
bottled.

FOOD  AND  DRUGS  ACT,  1955 

The  County  Analyst  has  kindly  supplied  the  following 
information  relating  tO'  sampling  in  the  Borough : — 

Seventy-one  samples,  including  twenty-two  milks,  were  taken 
during  1960. 

The  milk  samples  were  entirely  satisfactory,  and  of  the  foods 
other  than  milk  three  were:  reported  against. 

A formal  sample  of  Vitamin  Capsulesi  was  purchased,  early 
in  the  year  following  an  adverse  report  on  an  informal  sample 
examined  towards  the  end  of  1959.  A serious  deficiency  in  Vitamin 
A content  was  confirmed.  Investigation  with  the  manufacturers 
showed  that  the  capsules  were  made  in  1955  and  that  deteriora- 
tion had  taken  place  during  storage.  The  practice  of  the  manu- 
facturers now  includes  the  incorporatLon  of  an  expiry  date  on 
the  labels.  Remaining  stocks  were  withdrawn  from  sale:. 

Samples  were'  tested  for  compliance  with  Thei  Colouring 
Matter  in  Foiod  Regulations:,  1957,  and  two  samples:  of  Sweets 
(an  original  informal  sample  followed  by  a formal  siample  from 
the  same  shop)  were  found  to  contain  artificial  colour  prohibited 
from  use  in  food  in  this  country.  The  sweets  were  made  in 
Finland.  It  was  not  possible  to  trace  thisi  product  to  the  importers, 
but  it  was  ascertained  to  be  old  stock  and  was  removed  from  sale. 

Registration  of  Preserved  Food  Premises 

The  total  number  of  Certificates  of  Registration  granted  is 
now  59.  The  registration  is  in  connection  with  premises  used  for 
the  preparation  or  manufacture  of  sausages  or  potted,  pressed, 
pickled  or  preserved  food  intended  for  sale.  These  premises  are 
required  to  be  kept  at  a very  high  standard  of  cleanliness  and 
receive  special  attention  from  the  Health  Department  Staff. 

MERCHANDISE  MARKS  ACT,  1926 

The  County  Council  carry  out  duties  in  this  connection.

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MEAT  AND  FOOD  INSPECTION 


During  the  year  slaughtering  was  carried  out  at  three 
licensed  slaughterhouses.  Table  12  (on  page  43)  gives  details  of 
carcases  inspected  and  of  meat  rejected  as  being  unfit  for  human 
consumption.  A high  quality  meat  passes  through  the  Glossop 
slaughterhouses.

Under  the  list  of  items  surrendered  by  traders  and  manu- 
facturers or  otherwise  rejected  as  unfit  for  human  consumption 
was  a large  quantity  of  rice  pudding.  This  came  about  due  to 
spoilage  during  processing  occasioned  by  an  electrical  cut-out  at 
one  of  the  canning  factories. 
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The  consignment  of  unfumigated  prunes  which  was  con- 
demned had  been  imported  from  Bulgaria  ai>d  stored  at  the 
London  Docks  from  the  end  of  1959  until  August  and  September. 
1960,  when  it  was  delivered  in  batches  to  a local  canning  factory. 

Some  of  the  crates  were  unpacked  and  their  contents  pro- 
cessed in  August  and  early  September,  1960.  There  were  no 
complaints  from  the  food  handlers  during  this  period. 

The  unpacking  of  the  rest  of  the  crates  began  on  30th  Sep- 
tember and  continued  on  1st  October  and  3rd  October,  1960.  The 
two  men  employed  developed  a dermatitis  of  hands  and  face 
within  24  and  72  hours  respectively  of  opening  the  crates. 
Further  unpacking  ceased  on  the  4th  October,  1960. 

Examination  of  samples  of  these  prunes  showed  that  they 
were  heavily  infested  with  dried  fruit  beetles  (Carpophilus  hemi- 
pterus  and  Carpophilus  dimidiatus),  mites  (Carpoglyphus  lactis 
and  Melichares  agilus)  and  a yeast  organism  (a  species  of 
Saccharomyces) . 

It  is  unfortunate  that  suitable  fumigation  is  not  carried  out 
at  the  port  of  entry  to  prevent  waste  of  many  tons  of  dried  fruit. 

SLAUGHTERMEN’S  LICENCES 

Under  the  Slaughter  of  Animals  Acts,  1933  to  1954^  25 
licences  were  issued  to  persons  competent  to  slaughter  animals. 
All  the  persons  are  18  years  of  age  or  over.

The  total  number  of  cases  of  infectious  disease  including 
tuberculosis  notified  during  1960  was  94>  compared  with  283  in 
1959  and  59  in  1958. 

DIPHTHERIA 

For  the  tenth  year  in  succession  no  case  of  diphtheria  was 
notified  in  the  Borough  of  Glossop,  and  there  has  not  been  a 
death  from  the  disease  since  1946. 

Parents  are  reminded  that  diphtheria,  although  rare,  has 
not  been  entirely  eliminated.  In  September,  1960,  outbreaks  in 
another  part  of  the  County  and  in  Liverpool  were  notified. 
Unimmunised  children  are  particularly  exposed  to  danger  and 
even  in  the  immunised  a reinforcing  dose  is  necessary  on  school 
entry.

MEASLES 

The  year,  1960  was  an  inter- epidemic  one  for  measles,  and 
only  eight  cases  were  notified,  compared  with  196  in  1959. 

Immunisation  against  the  disease  is  not  yet  practicable, 
though  research  on  the  production  of  a safe  antigen  is  in  pro^ 
gress. 

SCARLET  FEVER 

Scarlet  B’ever  continued  to  be  a mild  disease,  though  judging 
from  the  number  of  notifications  it  was  more  prevalent  than 
usual.  Seven  cases  were  reported  compared  with  three  in  1959 
and  four  in  1958, 

CHICKE[NPO'X 

iChickenpox,  which  has  been  notifiable  in  Glossop  since  1921, 
is  a mild  but  highly-infectious  disease.  It  assumes  importance 
when  smallpox  is  present,  mainly  on  account  of  its  resemblance 
in  certain  cases  to  modified  forms  of  the  latter  disease.  Sixty- 
eight  cases  were  notified  compared  with  43  in  1959. 
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WHOOPING  COUGH 

The  decreasing  prevaJence  of  whooping  cough  in  the  area 
during  the  last  few  years  is  most  likely  due  to  the  increasied 
use  of  vaccines  by  the  general  practitioners. 

In  1960,  only  one  case  was  notified. 

When  the  majority  of  children  are  protected  there  is  a 
possibility  that  the  disease  will  becomei  as  rare  as  diphtheria. 

POLIOMYELITIS 

The  poliomyelitis  vaccination  sessions  held  regularly 
though  less  frequently  than  last  year  have  been  fairly  v/ell 
attended. 

A total  of  375  first,  348  second  and  1,283  third  injections 
were  given. 

There  were  894  attendances  from  persons  over  15  years  of 
age  compared  with  1,104  in  1959. 

The  last  notified  case  of  the  disease  was  in  July,  1957. 

FOOD  POISONING 

The  last  confirmed  case  of  food  poisoning  in  the  area  was  in 
1958. 

DYSENTURY 

No'  dysentery  infection  was  reported. 


PUERPERAL  PYREXIA 

Puerperal  Pyiexia  is  now  defined  as  “any  febrile  condition 
occurring  in  a worn^an  in  whom  a temperature  of  100.4  degreesi  F. 
or-  more  has  occurred  within  14  days  after  childbirth  or  mis- 
carriage. 

One  mild  case  was  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  Public  Health 
Department. 

NON-NOTIFIABLE  INFEOTIOUS  DISEASE 

Information  with  regard  to  non-notifiable  infectious  disease 
is  obtained  from  the  death  returns,  and  from  head  teachers,  who 
are  required  to  notify  absences  from  school  due  tO'  any  infec- 
tious disease. 

An  outbreak  of  mumps  in  the  primary  schoolsi  in  February 
and  March  severely  affected  the  attendance  figuresi.  A total  of 
312  cases  was  notified. 

The  ocurrence  of  a widespread  epidemic  such  as  influenza 
is  confirmed  by  the  sickness  returns  of  the  Ministry  of  Pensions 
and  National  Insurance,  The  local  National  Insurance  office 
informs  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  of  the  area  when  new  sick- 
ness benefit  claims  in  any  week  first  show  an  increase  of  30  per 
cent  over  those  for  the  preceding  week  or  reach  250  per  cent  of 
the  average  weekly  number  of  new  claims  for  the  preceding  eight 
months,  April  to'  November. 

There  was  no'  sharp  rise  in  the  intake  of  new  claims  during 
1960.

There  were  two  deaths  to  report  from  respiratory  tubercu- 
losis and  an  increase  in  primary  notifications  from  4 in  1959  to 
7 in  1960.

TUBERCULOSIS  REGULATIONS 

No  action  was  necessary  in  1960  under  the  P.H.  (Prevention 
of  Tuberculosis)  Regulations,  1925,  which  prohibit  persons 
suffering  from  respiratory  tuberculosis  from  employment  in  dairy 
premises.  The  Public  Health  Act,  1936  (Section  278)  and  the 
Derbyshirei  County  Council  Act,  1954  (Section  135)  provide  for 
compensation  to  be  paid  in  certain  circumstances. 
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
